Validity of Statute.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The 
validity of the Transportation Act 
was attacked today in a brief filed 
in the Supreme Court by forty-two 
States and defended by counsel for 
the railways.

The brief declared that the act, 
by centering all power over rates in 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, took away from the States 
rights specifically reserved by them 
by the Federal Constitution.
